Dear Stove Crowley, 

There now ia nothing you can do about what all of you did to me today. I write 
because perhaps with more than one person involved it was accidental and because I do 
not think you would want to repeat it with someone else. 

The one stipulation I made is that my address be give. You agreed to this. When 
I got there you told me there had been a switch and it would not be given on tho air but 
would be given to those who phoned in. This is bad enough but when 1 asked the operator 
to take it as I left - people who phone generally do it promptly - she told me they 
never do that and they do refer calls to ^anorama, which does. 

Well, it refused to with the lie that it does not know my address. I learned 
this from someone who knew only that A live near Frederick and got ray number from in- 
formation whan told you do not have my address. 

When you air an author whose book is published commercially you do not Mde his 
book or tho identification of the publisher or even the t±t*e of the book, This is tho 
norm. You get authors free in return. Their payoff is the sale of their work. For this 
reason publishers generally pay all the author's expenses. Not that shows also do not. 

They do. 

Panorama and tJie station succeeded in wasting a day for me and putting me to cost 
that with no income I can't bear and should not have to. You went out of your way to 
deny me what you give all others. Sen lying to do it. 

I regard this as abusive and as deliberately dlBcrimatory. The abuse may not have 
been intentional but you are all pros and the least thought would have made it obvious. 
Moreover, I spooifiod it in advance. Working for a decade without any income is enough 
of a futility without this one added. It wasn t at all necessary. I have boon air ed by 
more than 100 radio stations since November afld there is not one that didn t do this, 
host even volunteered to give tho coat of the book to save their audience Heedless letter 
writing. In no case did any of these radio shows cost me a penny. AH were by phone. 

Intent is immaterial. If it was the beat, and there is no evidence to indicate it, 
the result was censorship. The station made it impossible for its audience to get nnr 
current bode. ^ 

Three weeks ago I was thoro to tape an AM Canada sgow. The commercial TV net in 
Canada found it not at all unusual to toll its audience how to write me. And when listeners 
an viewers did not get it as aired, tho net phoned me so its operators could give it. 

When I taped that show some of your production people asked me to return and 
speak to the Panorama staff because what they saw persuaded them as good material. I 
did and I gave a copy of tho book. (By any normal standard as topical as one can be today 
f 3 as entirely unique in the unprecedented documentation it reprints.) I was then 
told they d not touch it unless they oould get someone to oppose me. This, too, is a 
formula for justifying suppression. In the field in which I work I know of no case where 
this has been applied to the sidy that apologised for errant offidaldom.You manage not 
jo get anyone to oppose me - and on that content can you? - or t he finks all refuse and 
that content is effectively suppressed.
